This period
in history has been so fur neglected by
the seekers after promizgsing mitterial,
but it is quite possible that the popu-
larity of “The Thrall' will bring en an
extensive line of Viking romances. It
will be diflicult, however, to come up
to the standard that Miss Liljencrantz
has set, espoclally as she has the ad-
vantage of a long line of Norse ances-
tors, This I8 her first book, yet the
firat editlon of 10,000 was gone and an-
other of like slze wusa necessary within
a month of publivation.
